jL fear that what the clipping you sent quotes Judge D rown a3 saying repreqi^s the 

actuality ever since Macrae's decision. In it he also said that guilt or innocence 

were immaterial, wven if all the evidence we presented was to the contrary. We did then 

present evidence that exculpated you. That is why he used those words in his decision. 
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I fear also that all the cock-and-bill stories presnted since then have undermined your 
chances. However, I wonder why you do not say that Pepper says^ he has "new evidence" 
that proves you nojf guilty.

There are ways in which you can get copies of it, from the paper and ]rom innumerable 
libraries. These libraries have the ^imes on micrifilm and they can make copies from it. 

I suggest that you first write the T imes .(l no longer known anyone there.) The 
address is 229 W. 43 St., tho zip is 10036. Ordinarily the one to write is the librarian. 

In a library if you have the date you have the micrifilm for that date checked. If 
not, the Times has an index and you can locate the date and the story from it. The time 
period would be narrow because Rattle went on vacation and died the day he returned to 
his office from it. §o, it would be after the date of the hearing and before he left 
on what I tliink was a two-week vacation. However, I think that even a student using a 
college or university library can find that story for you easily, under Battle's name, 
because there will not be that many listings of him for the relevant time period. While 
I do not know, I qould guess that the library at ^anderb|2Jp \Jniv., in Nashville, would 
have a good chance of having the index and the microfilms. 

Because you can limit it to this short time period, I suggest that if you write the 
Tjiae 3 jeou be sure to indicate the time span.If the librarian or anyone in that office sees 
search to be made is for a very narrow time period they may perhaps be more inclined 
to honor it if they aro busy.
